Is.  The  United  States  Mint  has  continuously  referred  to  proof 
I os  a special  mintage  for  collectors.  Not  all  proofs  display  the 
surface  supposed  to  characterize  them;  both  regular  issues, 
1-16,  and  some  Commemoratives  (Hawaii,  50  made;  Vancouver; 
I Star,  and  several  others)  , were  made  in  matte  or  sandblast 
I These  terms  surely  refer  not  to  condition  but  to  special  methods 
iinufacture  giving  the  coin  a distinctive  appearance.  It  would 
Sr  r that  the  people  insistent  that  "Proof"  is  a condition  descrip- 
I ave  an  axe  to  grind,  namely  that  they  have  shiny  coins,  perhaps 
■ the  branch  mints,  which  they  wish  to  peddle  as  "Proofs"  at 
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fantastic,  inflated  prices.  We  recall  several  egregious  instances  o; 
this  sort  of  thing  in  recent  sale  catalogs  and  ads,  particularly  in  th 
Morgan  Dollar  series.  On  the  other  hand,  consider  a coin  reported  b j 
the  Mint  as  struck  only  in  proof,  such  as  the  1863  quarter  eagle 
1884  $20.,  1877  34  or  54.  Now  a coin  of  one  of  these  dates  migh 
be  found  in  VF  or  EF  condition.  It  would  have  to  be  described  as  . 
former  proof  or  impaired  proof.  If  almost  perfect,  it  would  still  hav 
to  be  described  as  such.  "Was  Proof,  now  Unc."  is  meaningless,  as  th 
methods  of  manufacture  are  different,  and  the  appearance  of  an  Unc 
coin  also  differs  from  that  of  an  imperfect  proof.  The  question  is  com 
plicated  by  the  fact  that  the  first  few  strikings  from  new  dies  (par 
ticularly  in  the  Canadian  series,  since  the  Ottawa  Mint  began  t! 
chrome-plate  its  dies)  superficially  resemble  proofs.  The  only  path  t 
certainty  is  through  familiarity  with  the  coins.  Our  insistence  o| 
"Proof"  as  a description  of  a method  of  manufacture  rather  than  as 
condition  description  is  based  on  standard  Mint  practice,  which  ha 
always  been  consistent  on  this  point.  We  might  add  that  several  issue 
are  considerably  rarer  in  Unc.  than  in  Proof,  precisely  because  fewe 
regular  business  strikes  were  made  (or  are  now  known)  than  prooff 
Among  them  are  the  1884  34  nickel  (1700  Unc.,  3942  Proofsl 
1 885  34  nickel  ( 1 000  Unc.,  3790  Proofs)  , 1 864  half  dime  (2  know 
Unc.,  470  Proofs),  several  trimes  between  1867  and  1872,  etc.,  ar 
(so  far)  the  1895  dollar.  The  idea  that  Proof  is  merely  a higher  ccr 
dition  grade  than  Unc.  simply  does  not  correspond  to  fact. 

I have  heard  that-  one  auction  sale  around  the  turn  of  th 
century  contained  over  one  hundred  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents.  Is  th 
true?  And  does  this  have  any  relation  to  the  hoard  of  four  or  fiv 
hundred  of  them  mentioned  in  the  Standard  Catalogue?

Ans.  Yes,  the  Leeds  collection,  sold  Nov.  27,  28,  1906  (Hen 
Chapman),  contained  exactly  109  Flying  Eagle  cents  of  1856.  Am 
before  1904  G.  W.  Rice,  around  that  time  ANA  General  Secretar- 
owned  756  of  them — this  being  the  greatest  of  possibly  a half  doze 
such  hoards  in  the  history  of  American  numismatics.  His  hoard  wi 
dispersed,  but  much  of  it  (probably  many  of  these  in  turn  being  Lee 
coins)  later  came  into  the  hands  of  John  A.  Beck  of  Pittsburgh,  wl 
ranked  next  to  Virgil  Brand  and  Col.  E.  H.  R.  Green  as  a hoarde 
The  Beck  hoard  was  gone  over  during  the  1930's  by  G.  H.  Clap 
and  the  inventory  enumerates  exactly  531  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent 
This  hoard  also  is  said  to  contain  1 14  "slugs"  or  $50.  ingots,  me. 
of  them  presumably  Humberts.  The  estate  has  received  numeroi 
offers  but  so  far  is  not  interested  in  dispersing  the  material,  and  it 
likely  to  be  many  years  before  these  coins  come  on  the  market.
